DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The replacement drawing sheet filed 06-30-2005 has not been approved as new Figs. 12 
and 13 introduce new matter, namely the plurality of adjustment apertures (30) in Figs. 12, and 
the adjustment aperture (31) in Fig. 13. 

Specification 

2. The substitute specification filed 06-30-2005 has not been entered because it does not 
conform to 37 CFR 1 .125(b) and (c) because: the applicant has not provided with the required 
accompanying marked-up version of the substitute specification, nor provided the required 
statement that the substitute specification contains no new matter. The marked-up version of the 
substitute specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must 
be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike- 
through except that double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to 
show deletion of five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter 
must be shown by being placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily 
perceived. 

3. The amendment filed 06-30-2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material, which is not 
supported by the original disclosure, is as follows: new paragraph [0042] on page 9 of the 
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substitute specification which is represented in new Figs. 12 and 13. Applicant is required to 
cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim, Objections 

4. Regarding the amendment filed 08-17-2005, the numbering of claims is not in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the original numbering of the claims to be 
preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not 
be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they must be numbered consecutively 
beginning with the number next following the highest numbered claims previously presented 
(whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-4 been renumbered 13-16, respectively. 

5. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 1, change "portions" 
to —walls—. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The original disclosure does not provide support for the "plurality of adjustment 
holes" (claim 15), nor the "adjustment aperture" (claim 16). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 13-14 are allowed. 

9. Claims 1 5 and 16 would be allowable upon overcoming the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
